For 32 days, James Nattriss 
has closely monitored a nest 
of goose eggs, checking mor¬ 
ning and night for potential 
hatchlings to emerge. 

From his apartment, the 
five-year resident of an Ed¬ 
monton seniors residence 
has the perfect view of the 
nest and on Wednesday that 
view became one to behold 
as five tiny goslings material¬ 
ized. 

“At 6 p.m. Tuesday night, 
the first egg hatched and the 
fifth one hatched this mor¬ 
ning around 8 a.m.,” Nattriss 


said, who has named the par¬ 
ent geese Lucy and Poppa 
Gander. 

Residents at the building 
notified fire crews from Sta¬ 
tion No. 16 Wednesday mor¬ 
ning about the nest activity. 
Crews went on standby and 
by 5:30 p.m., were deployed 
to collect the goslings. 

“We brought our ladder 
truck that does have a plat¬ 
form on it and extended it 
up,” said fire captain Greg 
Holubowich. “The firefight¬ 
ers went up and put the five 
goslings in a box and brought 
them to ground level.” 

Holubowich said crews 
usually receive between two 
to three calls each year about 
goose nests. 

“It’s part of being a com¬ 
munity,” said Holubowich. 
“It’s great to be able to pro¬ 
vide this type of service in 
a joyful, happy atmosphere 
instead of a catastrophic 



atmosphere.” 

After the family of seven 
was reunited by firefight¬ 
ers at the centre’s parking 
lot, Nattriss followed atten¬ 
tively behind the group as 
they marched toward 28 Av¬ 
enue and waddled across the 
street. 

“I find it very relaxing. I 
was going through a rough 
period of time ... and I found 
it great therapy to come 
down to the pond and watch 
them,” said Nattriss, who has 
watched the goose and gan¬ 
der nest five times at various 
spots on his building. 

This is the second time 
the pair have had a success¬ 
ful batch of goslings, he said.

Parents 
helped save 
St. Gabriel: 
ECS chair 

St. Gabriel School was spared 
from closure thanks to a low 
operating cost and a united lob¬ 
bying force from community 
stakeholders, said the Edmon¬ 
ton Catholic School board chair. 

In a 5-2 vote Tuesday night, 
the Catholic district’s board 
approved a move to keep the 
school open after almost five 
months of deliberation. 

“St. Gabriel is actually vi¬ 
able under the benchmark we 
use,” chair Cindy Olsen said. 
“Certainly the population is 
too small for the size of the 
building, but it’s big enough to 
be viable and sustain enough 
teachers to give the options 
that are needed.” 

The three other schools 
the board voted to close — St. 
Kevin, St. James and St. Bren¬ 
dan — all had operating costs 
close to $1,000 per student, 
Olsen said, while St. Gabriel’s 
was $481. 

Besides money, Olsen said, 
she was impressed by the 
amount of time and effort 
invested by parents and com¬ 
munity members to keep the 
school open. “Parents were 
working hard to find some¬ 
thing workable for the board 
and district,” she said. 

Among the ideas parents 
submitted as alternatives to 
closure was a plan to partner 
with Village Plaza Concepts 
and develop a multi-use facility 
that could be accessed by more 
than just students. 

Ron Glen of Village Plaza 
Concepts said the board’s deci¬ 
sion Tuesday is the first step 
in a new process. “I think now 
that the school board has de¬ 
cided to keep the school open; 
in some ways the pressure is 
off,” he said, leah germain/metro 


CFB Wainwright. Ll.-Col killed in training crash 


A lieutenant-colonel has been 
killed in a vehicular accident 
during a training exercise on 
a northern Alberta militaiy 
base. 

Military officials con¬ 
firm Lt.-Col. Dan Bobbitt 
died when a light armoured 
vehicle rolled over during 
a training mission for Exer¬ 
cise Maple Resolve 2014 at 
Canadian Forces Base Wain¬ 


wright. 

Bobbitt was commanding 
officer of the 2nd Regiment, 
Royal Canadian Horse Artil- 
leiy, based in Garrison Peta- 
wawa in Ontario. 

Two other soldiers in the 
LAV III were taken by militaiy 
helicopter to hospital in Ed¬ 
monton, where their condi¬ 
tion is listed as fair. 

Two others who were in¬ 


jured were treated by Can¬ 
adian Armed Forces medical 
personnel at the base and 
have been released. 

All four of the injured sol¬ 
diers were also members of 
the Ontario regiment. 

Militaiy officials wouldn’t 
reveal any other details of the 
accident, which happened 
about 11 a.m. on Wednesday, 
saying the investigation is on¬ 


going. 

“My thoughts and prayers 
are with the family of Lt.-Col. 
Bobbitt and the injured sol¬ 
diers and they can be assured 
that the Canadian Army will 
provide the best support pos¬ 
sible in their time of need,” 
said Brig.-Gen. Omer Lavoie, 
commander of the 4th Can¬ 
adian Division.

Councillors float parking 
ban to deal with snow 


Snow problems. 

City tweaks program to 
deal with complaints

City councillors are hoping 
changes to the city’s snow 
policy will speed up the plows 
and slow down the avalanche 
of complaints next winter. 

Councillors voted in fa¬ 
vour of $2.2 million in chan¬ 
ges, including expanded 
clearing around school drop¬ 
off zones and clearing wind¬ 
rows from driveways. 

Administration is also pro¬ 
posing to ensure residential 
blading happens on a set day 
of the week, so residents will 
have predictability and be 
able to move their vehicles 
off the road. 

Coun. Ben Henderson was 
among several councillors 
who said voluntaiy compli¬ 
ance could be a lot to hope 
for and instead suggested it 
was time for parking bans. 

“It’s that one person who 
doesn’t behave and doesn’t

pay attention and everyone 
else suffers for that choice,” 
he said. 

He said improving snow 
service will likely come with 
either higher costs or restric¬ 
tions on parking and it’s time 
for the city to be upfront 
about that. 

“It’s time for us to be hon¬ 
est with people,” he said. 

Councillors passed a com¬ 
promise motion, which will 
see administration pilot a 
one-side-of-the-street parking 
ban in two Edmonton neigh¬ 
bourhoods next year. 

Coun. Bryan Anderson 


noted the city had re-written 
its snow policy seven times 
and that to effect real change 
it would need to put dollars 
behind it. 

“It is not just our policy. 
We can pretend it is, but it 


isn’t,” he said. 

Bob Dunford, the city’s 
director of roadway mainten¬ 
ance, told council that a park¬ 
ing ban in residential areas 
could boost productivity by 
up to 20 per cent. 
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Enforcement. Police crack 
down on excessively loud 
motorcycles 


Loud pipes don’t save lives — 
that’s the message Edmonton 
police want to reinforce as 
the weather warms and more 
motorcycles hit the road. 

Since 2010, EPS has tar¬ 
geted excessive motorcycle 
noise thanks to a community 
standards bylaw, handing out 
more than 370 tickets to rid¬ 
ers with loud bikes. 

“A lot of people say, ‘Loud 
bikes save lives,’ personally 
I don’t think it’s the truth,” 
said Const. Vincent Pillay of 
EPS’s collision investigation 
unit. 

According to city bylaws, 
an idle bike cannot exceed 92 
db (A), while a bike at 2,000 
RPMs cannot exceed 96 db (A). 

Using a type-two sound 
level meter, police can meas¬ 
ure the level of noise coming 
from the machine. Police will

Wayfuiding survey 
gets good results 


Mapping it out. City 
moves forward with

Maps or Smartphone apps? 
That was the question posed 
to over 700 people who com¬ 
pleted both the online and in- 
person Walk Edmonton way¬ 
finding survey. 

Volunteers with the city 
spoke to 175 people near the 
five prototype maps placed 


in the downtown core, while 
over 550 people voiced their 
thoughts on the pilot project 
online. 

“We were pretty happy 
with the response,” said Ian 
Hosier, project manager with 
the city. 

Hosier adds that over 
80 per cent of the surveyed 
people would use the maps 
and signs, something which 
could later evolve into a larger 
wayfinding project if approved 
by council. 

About 90 per cent of the 
people surveyed during the 
three-week period starting 
April 14 thought the maps

would help increase people’s 
confidence in moving around 
the downtown core, but some 
felt the unnecessaiy need for 
maps when Smartphone navi¬ 
gation apps exist. 

Whether it’s using a Smart¬ 
phone or a physical map, get¬ 


ting people to move around 
downtown is what members 
of the Edmonton Wayfinding 
Project hope to do going for¬ 
ward, with plans to work with 
the city in improving pedway 
knowledge. 

Gillian Harvey, design lead 
with the group, hopes that 
whatever direction the city 
takes, the wayfinding signage 
will be integrated with further 
promotion of the pedway sys¬ 
tem. 

City officials will use the in¬ 
formation collected from the 
survey to develop a business 
case to present to city council 
in the fall if all goes well.

Electric buses 
ready to roll 

The city will be electrified 
with a new pilot project 
set to roll out in June when 
electric buses hit Edmonton 
streets. 

For four months, two 
electric buses will drive 
around the city so transpor¬ 
tation officials can test their 
effectiveness in Edmonton’s 
market. 

“We need to find the 
best way to work this 
technology into the service 
level,” said Graeme McEl- 
heran, communications 
officer with Transportation 
Services. 

The buses haven’t 
arrived yet and the start 
date of the pilot project has 
yet to be decided as city 
administration figures out 
which routes are best for 
the buses. 

As the city grows, plan¬ 
ning for future additions to 
the transportation fleet is 
already underway. 

The city has also been 
testing out compressed nat¬ 
ural gas buses as part of a 
two-year pilot project to see 
how the buses withstand 
Edmonton weather. City 
officials say testing out new 
technology is crucial for 
making Edmonton transit 
the best service possible. 

“We’re excited about 
it. It’s always exciting to 
try a new technology when 
delivering public transit 
and we’re looking forward 
to rolling this out in June,” 
said McElheran.

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Syrian troops poised to break siege of prison 


Aleppo central jail. 

Detainees include 
common criminals, 
rebels, opposition 
supporters; about 150 
of inmates are women 


The Syrian army inched clos¬ 
er to a besieged central prison 
in the contested northern city 
of Aleppo Wednesday, with 
intense artilleiy shelling and 


militaiy aircraft dropping 
dozens of crude bombs in 
the area and killing at least 
50 rebel fighters, state media 
and opposition activists said. 

Rebels have been be¬ 
sieging the sprawling prison, 
along with its estimated 4,000 
inmates, for the past year, 
and have repeatedly barrelled 
suicide car bombs into the 
front gates and clashed with 
guards and troops holed up 
inside in an effort to capture 
the prison. 

SANA news agency said 


army units have regained full 
control of the town of Heelan, 
near the Central Prison in 
Aleppo and are “advancing 
toward the surrounding areas 
after tightening control of the 
prison.” 

The rebels, a mix of Is¬ 
lamic groups, launched their 
assault on the prison in April 
last year. Their aim was to 
free those inside, but also to 
capture the government-con¬ 
trolled enclave amid neigh¬ 
bourhoods largely held by the 
opposition. 


For Assad’s forces, the fa¬ 
cility and the area around it 
is important because it would 
open the way to regaining 
control over the eastern road 
linking rebel-controlled areas 
of the city with the countiy- 
side to the north, which has 
supplied rebel areas with food 
and troops. 

At least 150 detainees have 
been killed in clashes around 
the facility that has become a 
symbol of a deadly stalemate 
of Syria’s three-year-old con¬ 
flict.

The Christian exodus, 
underway for decades, has 


reached critical levels in re¬ 
cent years. Local Vatican of¬ 
ficials are tiying to stave off 
the flight with offers of jobs, 
housing and scholarships. 

“I am sad to think that 
maybe the time will come in 
which Christianity will dis¬ 
appear from this land,” said 
the Rev. Juan Solana, a Vati¬ 
can envoy who oversees the 
Notre Dame centre, a Jerusa¬ 
lem hotel for pilgrims. 

Solana said he employs 
Christians to encourage them 
“to stay here, to love this 


land, to be aware of their par¬ 
ticular vocation to be the wit¬ 
nesses of Christianity in this 
land.” 

The Christian exodus is 
taking place across the Mid¬ 
dle East. Jordan, where Pope 
Francis will begin his three- 
day trip Saturday, has thou¬ 
sands of Christian refugees 
from war-torn Syria and Iraq. 

For the Church, the phe¬ 
nomenon is particularly 
heartbreaking in the cradle 
of Christianity. According to 
Christian tradition, Jesus was 


born in the West Bank town 
of Bethlehem, spent much of 
his life in Nazareth and the 
northern Galilee region of 
Israel, and was crucified and 
resurrected in Jerusalem. 

The concrete and fence 
barrier Israel built to keep 
out Palestinian attackers has 
choked cities like Bethlehem 
and separated Palestinians 
from their farmlands. Many 
Palestinian Christians are 
prohibited from entering 
Jerusalem except during holi¬ 
days.

sian insurgents in turbulent 
eastern regions of Ukraine 
continued to roam with im¬ 
punity and do their utmost to 
derail Sunday’s decisive vote. 


Speaking to reporters at a 
security summit in Shanghai, 
Putin said Moscow’s decision 
to de-escalate its military 
presence near Ukraine was 


motivated by a desire to see 
the election proceed smooth¬ 
ly.

A quiet 
majority 
grows 
frustrated 

Rotting garbage is piling 
up in the hallways of the 
government office build¬ 
ing seized by separatists in 
eastern Ukraine. Telephones 
ripped from the walls are 
piled atop broken furniture 
and mounds of old files. The 
stench of sweat and stale 
cigarettes is eveiywhere. 

The guards, slouching men 
with pistols shoved in their 
pockets or flapping loosely 
in holsters, look increas¬ 
ingly bored. 


It’s been six weeks since 
they took over the building, 
a week since they declared 


independence from Ukraine. 
But the authority of the al¬ 
leged nation barely extends 


beyond their 10-storey office 
tower and a few heavily 
armed checkpoints on roads 
leading into this industrial 
city 80 kilometres from the 
Russian border. 

In the streets of Donetsk, 
the separatist leaders and 
their followers are increas¬ 
ingly derided as a collection 
of heavily armed, barely 
employed misfits. 

Outside of the rebels’ 
headquarters, it can be dif¬ 
ficult to find anyone who 
agrees with their calls to 
secede from Ukraine and 
link this part of the countiy 
— with its generations of 
ethnic and linguistic ties to 
Russia — to Moscow. Signs 
of frustration abound.

A teacher and the assistant 
principal at a junior high

ico border state said. 

The Tamaulipas educa¬ 
tion department said in a 
statement that the 12-year- 
old boy died Tuesday after 
being hospitalized for al¬ 
most a week. 

The ninth grade student’s 
Spanish teacher and the as¬ 
sistant principal have been 
suspended at the Eleazar 
Gomez Junior High School 
in the capital city of Ciudad 
Victoria and students have 
been offered counselling, 
state Education Secretary 
Diodoro Guerra said. 

The boy’s parents said 
witnesses described how 
four of his classmates

Two coroner’s reports into 
the tragedy say driver Jo-Ann 
Fuller drowned in Kennedy 
Lake and paramedic Ivan Poliv- 
lca died from massive trauma to 
his chest and head.

The report says the ambu¬ 
lance was in excellent condi¬ 
tion and had no defects, and 
tests came up negative for alco¬ 
hol, prescription medications 
and illicit drugs.

The Canadian Civil Liberties 
Association is challenging the 
constitutionality of a federal 
privacy law that allows pri¬ 
vate companies to disclose 
personal information to the 
government without a war¬ 
rant. 

The challenge comes amid 
revelations that telecom¬ 
munications service providers 
have been disclosing private 
customer information to gov¬ 
ernment agencies on a broad 
scale. 

In its application to the On¬ 
tario Superior Court, the asso¬ 
ciation says law enforcement 


may have a need for some 
personal information, but the 
current law is too broad and 
should be struck down. 

The association says the 
consequences of allowing gov¬ 
ernment to access and share 
personal information without 
a person’s knowledge or con¬ 
sent can be very serious and 
violate fundamental constitu¬ 
tional rights. 

The court filing also said 
the law allows government 
agencies to share infor¬ 
mation with foreign gov¬ 
ernments in some cases.

Seven-year plan. 

Money will help pay 
for research into the 
primary health-care 
needs of mothers, 
newborns and children 


A week before an international 
conference on maternal and 
child health care opens in To¬ 
ronto, the Harper government 
is rolling out announcements 
on what it sees as its signature 
issue on the world stage. 

In Geneva, Health Minis¬ 
ter Rona Ambrose pledged 
$36 million over seven years 
to help improve the lives of 
women and children in sub- 
Saharan Africa. 

Hours later in Calgaiy, 
Deepalc Obhrai, the parlia- 
mentaiy secretaiy to Foreign 
Affairs Minister John Baird, 
unveiled another program to 
help mothers and children in 
South Sudan. 


Ambrose was at the World 
Health Assembly in Geneva 
when she pledged the money 
to help pay for research in nine 
countries into the primaiy 
health-care needs of mothers, 
newborns and children. The 
countries are Ethiopia, Ghana, 
Tanzania, Mozambique, Mali, 
Senegal, South Sudan, Malawi 
and Nigeria. 

Obhrai said Canada will put 
up $19.9 million over six years 
to staff and equip four mobile 
primary health-care clinics 
and provide other services to 
350,000 people in more than 
600 remote communities in 
Warrap state, South Sudan. 

Canada will also help train 
1,500 community health vol¬ 
unteers, deliver 116,000 anti- 
malarial bed nets and build 
170 safe drinking water points. 

The announcements come 
ahead of the May 28 to 30 
conference in Toronto, which 
is aimed at helping to shape 
future action on maternal and 
child health problems.

In the 2008 movie “Iron Man,” 
the main character becomes 
a superhero after building a 
suit of armour with an exo- 
slceleton that gives him in¬ 
credible strength. 

Today, elite U.S. special 
operations forces may be a 
few short years away from 
donning a similar suit, one 
that can monitor the user’s 
vital signs, give him real-time 
battlefield information and 
be bulletproof from head to 
toe. The suit might eventually 
have other features unheard 
of only a few years ago, in¬ 
cluding an exoslceleton made 
of liquid armour, smart fab¬ 
rics that could help stop hem¬ 


orrhaging, enhanced sensory 
capabilities and Google Glass¬ 
like visuals. 

The Tactical Assault Light 
Operator Suit (TALOS) pro¬ 
ject is co-ordinated through 
the Special Operations Com¬ 
mand headquarters at Mac- 
Dill Air Force Base in Tampa. 
Prototypes are expected to be 
shown to military command¬ 
ers in June, with hopes that 
the suit will be given to high- 
risk units in 2018. 

While the project sounds 
like something out of a sci¬ 
ence fiction novel, its mission 
is simple, said James Geurts, 
the Deputy for Acquisition of 
the U.S. Special Operations 
Command at MacDill. 

“If there’s anything I can 
do to more rapidly field tech¬ 
nology, give better protec¬ 
tion, better capability, any 
progress, I think we’ve done

Brotherhood 
leaves void 

There is a gaping hole in the 
centre of next week’s presi¬ 
dential election in Egypt: 
the space once filled by the 
Muslim Brotherhood. 

The former political 
powerhouse that won elec¬ 
tion after election the 
past three years has been 
decimated by a crackdown 


since the military last 
summer ousted President 
Mohammed Morsi, a veteran 
Brotherhood figure. The 
Islamist group has been 
declared a terrorist organ¬ 
ization, hundreds of its sup¬ 
porters have been killed and 
thousands arrested. 

And the man who 
removed Morsi — the now 
retired army chief Abdel- 
Fattah el-Sissi — is a near 
certainty to win the elec¬ 


tion, taking place Monday 
and Tuesday. 

The election could seal 
the group’s expulsion from 
political life: If turnout is 
strong among Egypt’s 53 
million voters, authorities 
could present that as a solid 
evidence that the public 
rejects the Brotherhood and 
supports Morsi’s ouster, 
which Islamists brand a 
coup against the popular 
will. 


The Brotherhood’s only 
tool now has been to declare 
a boycott of the election, 
branding it a farce, and 
tiy to escalate the street 
protests it has been holding 
since Morsi’s July 3 ouster. 

The goal is to dent the 
legitimacy of the election 
and keep Islamists’ voice 
alive, hoping to draw sup¬ 
porters if el-Sissi’s popular¬ 
ity collapses.

Embezzlement trial. 

Former Egyptian 
president still to face a 
retrial over the killing 
of hundreds during 
2011 uprising 


A Cairo court on Wednesday 
convicted ousted Egyptian 
president Hosni Mubarak of 
embezzlement, sentencing 
him to three years in prison. 

The graft case against the 
86-year-old Mubarak, who is 
kept in custody at a militaiy 
hospital, is one of two against 
the former president who was 
ousted in a popular uprising 
in 2011 after nearly three dec¬ 
ades in power. He is being re¬ 
tried over the killings of hun¬ 
dreds of protesters during the 
uprising. 

Mubarak’s two sons, one¬ 
time heir apparent Gamal and 
wealthy businessman Alaa, 
were also convicted Wednes¬ 
day of graft and sentenced to 
four years in prison each in the 
same case. 

In a separate trial, a court 
in the Nile Delta city of Man- 
soura on Wednesday convicted 
155 people prosecutors say 
are members of the outlawed 
Muslim Brotherhood, of vio¬ 
lence-related charges, to jail 
sentences of up to 25 years. 
Seventy-nine of the defendants 
are fugitives and were tried in 
absentia. 

The three Mubaralcs were 
convicted of charges that they 
embezzled millions of dollars’ 
worth of state funds over a 
decade toward the end of Hos¬ 
ni Mubarak’s rule. The funds 
were meant for renovating 
and maintaining presidential 
palaces but were instead spent 
on upgrading the family’s pri¬ 
vate residences. 

Hosni Mubarak “had a 
duty to restrain himself and 
his sons from stealing state 
funds ... but instead, he gave 
himself and his sons licence to 
embezzle public funds, help¬ 
ing themselves without over¬ 
sight or consideration. Hence, 
they deserve to be punished,” 
judge Osama Shaheen said as

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he handed down the verdict 
in the hearing carried live by 
state TV. 

Mubarak and his two sons 
showed no emotion as the 
verdict was read. The ousted 
president waved to support¬ 
ers present at the courtroom 
before the verdict was an¬ 
nounced. 

Protecting state funds is 
not a “novelty” and should not 
have been an “unbearable bu¬ 
rden” for the former president 
since he had taken an oath to 
respect the constitution and 
the law, said Shaheen. 

The three Mubaralcs were 
also fined 21.1 million Egyp¬ 
tian pounds ($2.9 million) 
US and ordered to reimburse 
125 million Egyptian pounds 
($17.6 million US) to the state 
treasury. They have the right 
to appeal their conviction be¬ 
fore a higher court. 

The Mubaralcs had returned 
around 120 million Egyptian 
pounds to the state in con¬ 
nection with this case in the 
hope that the charges would 
be dropped, but the proceed¬ 
ings against them continued 
anyway. 

Four other defendants in 
the case were acquitted. 

Mubarak, who turned 86 
this month, attended Wed¬ 
nesday’s hearing in a suit and 
tie. His two sons wore white 
prison uniforms. 

They have all been held in 
custody since 2011 but only 
time in custody in connection 
with this case — about a year 
since the embezzlement char¬ 
ges were raised — will be de¬ 
ducted from the sentences. 

Under Egyptian law, max¬ 
imum sentences for embezzle¬ 
ment vaiy depending on the 
nature of the crime, but 15 
years’ imprisonment is not un¬ 
common. 

Mubarak was found guilty 
in June 2012 of failing to stop 
the killing of more than 900 
protesters during the 18-day 
revolt against his rule and sen¬ 
tenced to life imprisonment. 

His conviction was over¬ 
turned in Januaiy 2013. That 
decision was appealed by pros¬ 
ecutors, and a retrial began in 
April 2013.

Taliban attacks kill 
at least a dozen 

Taliban fighters launched 
attacks in several Afghan 
provinces on Wednesday, 
killing at least 10 policemen 
and three civilians, officials 
said. Villagers also found the 
bodies of eight slain police¬ 
men who were abducted by 
militants two weeks ago. 

The Islamic militant 


group has launched its an¬ 
nual spring offensive promis¬ 
ing to step up attacks against 
Afghan security forces in 
a bid to undermine the 
Western-backed government 
as foreign combat troops 
prepare to withdraw by the 
end of the year. The Taliban 
also have pledged to disrupt 
voting as Afghans prepare for 
a second round of presiden¬ 
tial elections on June 14.

Airstrikes kill 6o 
militants in North 
Waziristan 

Pakistani warplanes and 
helicopters pounded mil¬ 
itant hideouts near the Af¬ 
ghan border on Wednesday, 
killing 60 fighters, while a 
shootout between secur¬ 
ity forces and militants 
left four soldiers dead, the 


army said. 

The airstrikes mainly 
targeted Mir Ali, a town in 
the lawless tribal region 
of North Waziristan, the 
army said in a statement. 
Hours later, “an encounter 
between security forces and 
terrorists took place” in Mir 
Ali, leaving 11 insurgents 
and four soldiers dead, the 
militaiy said in a separate 
statement.

Thailand. Martial law 
appears to be playing 
out behind closed 
doors as residents go 
about their daily lives 


Thailand’s army chief assumed 
the role of mediator Wednes¬ 
day by summoning the coun¬ 
try’s key political rivals for 
face-to-face talks one day after 
imposing martial law. The 
meeting ended without any 
resolution, however, underscor¬ 
ing the profound challenge the 
army faces in trying to end the 
country’s crisis. 

Residents, meanwhile, tried 
to make sense of the dramatic 
turn of events after six months 
of protests aimed at ousting the 
government. 

Around Bangkok there was 
little sign of tension. Across the 
country, people went about 


their work normally. Students 
went to school, and the usual 
tourist droves crowded luxuiy 
resorts, relaxing on white sand 
beaches unfazed by the crisis. 

Martial law appeared to be 
playing out primarily behind 
closed doors, as army chief Gen. 
Prayuth Chan-Ocha “invited” 
the key power brokers in the 
political crisis to meet for the 
first time since it escalated six 
months ago. The army inter¬ 
rupted regular programming 
on national television Wednes¬ 
day to announce the meeting at 
Bangkok’s Army Club, which it 
said was being called “to solve 
the political conflict smoothly.” 

Many of the country’s high- 
est-profile figures were sum¬ 
moned for a summit of political 
enemies that was unthinkable 
until now. They included the 
acting prime minister — who 
sent four representatives in his 
place — and anti-government 
protest leader Suthep Thaug- 
suban, as well as a rival from 


the pro-government Red Shirt 
group, Jatupom Prompan. 

The meeting ended with at 
least one agreement: to meet 
again Thursday. 

“(It) was conducted in a 
very friendly atmosphere,” said 
army deputy spokesman Veera- 
chon Sukhontapatipalc. “Eveiy- 
one seemed to understand that 
right now we have to work 
together.” 

Another spokesman, Col. 
Winthai Suvaree, said Prayuth 
gave the participants “home¬ 
work” and told them to con¬ 
sider five points on possible 
resolutions to the conflict, con¬ 
sult their supporters and report 
back Thursday with answers. 

Prayuth said that without 
martial law imposed, the pol¬ 
itical opponents would never 
come together to broker peace. 

The militaiy insisted it was 
not seizing power, but said it 
was acting to prevent violence 
and restore stability in the 
country, the associated press

Thailand has been gripped 
by political turmoil since 
2006, when former Prime 
Minister Thaksin Shinawatra 
was toppled by a military 
coup after being accused of 
corruption, abuse of power 
and disrespect for Thailand's 
king. 


• The latest round of un¬ 
rest started in November, 
when demonstrators 
took to the streets to try 
to oust then-Prime Minis¬ 
ter Yingluck Shinawatra, 
Thaksin's sister. 


• Earlier this month, the 
constitutional Court 
ousted Yingluck for abuse 
of power. But the move, 
which left the ruling 
party in charge, did little 
to resolve the conflict.

'Where is the 
government 
rightnow?’ 

The question to Thailand’s 
army chief was a basic one: 
After he declared martial 
law this week, would he be 
consulting the government? 
His response encapsulated 
the increasingly surreal na¬ 
ture of this Southeast Asian 
countiy’s political crisis. 

“Where is the govern¬ 
ment right now? Where are 
they now? I don’t know,” 

Gen. Prayuth Chan-Ocha 
snapped. 

But where, actually, is 
the elected leadership of 
Thailand? Few people here 
believe it is still running the 
countiy. 

Six months of protests 
have forced its severely weak¬ 
ened Cabinet to shift offices 
constantly to avoid being ha¬ 
rassed by demonstrators. By 
the time the army intervened 
Tuesday, a government that 
had been in firm power in 
November found itself caught 
off guard, its leaders meeting 
at an undisclosed location 
that one aide described as “a 


safe house.” 

As Thailand tries to make 
sense of a move that the 
army denies was a coup, one 
thing, at least, is certain: The 
nation’s caretaker govern¬ 
ment has been rendered 
virtually powerless even as 
the rest of the countiy largely 
functions normally. 

“Thailand is like a car driv¬ 
ing on cruise control right 
now,” said Sunai Phasuk, a 
senior researcher for Human 
Rights Watch in Bangkok. 
“But nobody is at the wheel, 
and it’s probably going to 
crash.” 

Yet the crash, if it is com¬ 
ing, is happening in slow 
motion. 

On one side: the members 
of Thailand’s conservative 
establishment, who, along 
with staunch royalists and 
the largely urban upper and 
middle classes, see Thaksin’s 
family as a corrupt threat 
to traditional structures 
of power. On the other: a 
poorer rural majority in the 
north and northeast that 
was politically awakened by 
Thaksin’s populist policies, 
which brought eveiything 
from electricity to nearly free 
health care, the associated press

Woman claims she was 
kidnapped 10 years ago 
and forced into marriage 


A woman who was 15 when 
she disappeared from her 
home a decade ago has con¬ 
tacted police and told them she 
was kidnapped by a man who 
sexually assaulted her, forced 
her into marriage and fathered 
a child with her, authorities 
said Wednesday. 

Police have arrested Isidro 
Garcia, 41, on suspicion of 
kidnapping for rape, lewd 
acts with a minor and false 
imprisonment, according to a 
statement from the Santa Ana 
Police Department. 

In 2004, when the victim 
was 15 and had recently arrived 
in the United States without 
legal documentation, Garcia 
was dating her mother and 
lived with the family, author¬ 
ities said. The mother suspect¬ 
ed that he was sexually abusing 
her daughter, police said. 

In 2004, Garcia assaulted 
the mother, drugged the girl 
and then fled with her to a 
house in Compton, locking her 
in a garage, the statement said. 

Garcia repeatedly told the 
victim that her family had 
stopped searching for her and 
that they would be deported 
if she tried to leave, the state-

ment alleges. In 2007, Garcia 
got false identification papers 
for her from Mexico so he could 
many her, Santa Ana Police 
Cpl. Anthony Bertagna said. In 
2012, he had a child with her. 

Garcia secured two jobs for 
them on a night cleaning crew 
so he could keep watch over 
her, authorities said. Bertagna 
said she tried to escape twice 
but was severely beaten. 

The 25-year-old woman, 
whose identity is not being re¬ 
leased, contacted authorities 
Monday. Police said she came 
forward after finding her sister 
on Faceboolc. She has been re¬ 
united with her mother. 

The case has been presented 
to the Orange County district 
attorney’s office for considera¬ 
tion.

U.S. deploys 80 to 
help with search 
for kidnapped girls 

The United States has 
deployed 80 militaiy 
personnel to Chad to help 
locate the nearly 300 girls 
kidnapped in Nigeria last 
month, President Barack 
Obama said Wednesday. 

Obama said the service 
members will help with 
intelligence, surveillance 
and reconnaissance aircraft 
for missions over northern 
Nigeria. He says the force 
will stay in Chad until it is 
no longer necessaiy.

48 more dead. After 
car bombings that

Boko Haram assaulted three 
villages in northern Nigeria, 
killing 48 people, residents said 
Wednesday, hours after twin 
bombings claimed at least 118 
lives in this central city in an 
attack the government blamed 
on the Islamic extremists. 

One of the villages attacked 
between Tuesday night and ear¬ 
ly Wednesday is near the town 
of Chibok, where more than 
300 schoolgirls were kidnapped 
last month by Boko Haram, ac¬ 



cording to residents and a state 
intelligence agent who spoke 
on condition of anonymity. 
During the latest attack on 


three northeastern villages, ter¬ 
rified residents said they hid in 
the bush and watched while 
Boko Haram fighters set their 
thatched-roof homes ablaze. 

“We saw our village go up 
in flames as we hid in the bush 
waiting for the dawn. We lost 
eveiything,” Apagu Maidaga 
of the village of Alagamo told 
The Associated Press. The near¬ 
by villages of Bulakurbe and 
Shawa also were attacked. 

In Jos, at least 118 people 
were killed in Tuesday’s bomb¬ 
ings, and 64 were hospitalized. 

Most victims were women 
and children who worked as 
vendors, said Mohammed Ab- 
dulsalam of the National Emer¬ 
gency Management Agency. 
“We expect to find more bodies 
in the rubble,” he said.

There are prominent videos 
of the twin towers collapsing, 
photos of people falling from 
them, portraits of nearly 
3,000 victims and voicemail 
messages from people in hi¬ 
jacked planes. 

But behind the wrench¬ 
ing sights and sounds of the 
National September 11 Me¬ 
morial and Museum in New 
York lies a quiet effort to help 
visitors handle its potentially 
traumatic impact, from si¬ 
lent spaces and built-in tissue 
boxes to a layout designed to 
let people bypass the most in¬ 
tense exhibits. 

Discreet oak-leaf symbols 
denote items connected to the 
dead, and the images of fall¬ 
ing victims are in an alcove 
marked with a warning sign. 

And American Red Cross 
counselling volunteers stood 
by as the museum opened to 
the public Wednesday. 

“There’s a lot of thought 
given to the psychological 
safety of visitors,” said Jake 
Barton, who helped create 
the exhibits.

Museum planners real¬ 
ized early on the challenge of 
tiying not to shatter people 
“while at the same time be¬ 
ing true to the authenticity of 
the event,” said Tom Hennes, 
founder of exhibit designer 
Thine Design. 

Trauma specialists told 
museum leaders that sounds 
of voices and images of 
hands and faces could be 
particularly distressing, and 
that visitors should get to 
choose what to see.

Argues he was 
protecting property. 
German exchange 
student, 17, slain after 
entering man’s garage 


A man tiying to catch the 
thieves who targeted his 
house pleaded not guilty Wed¬ 
nesday to deliberately killing a 
17-year-old German exchange 


student who entered his gar¬ 
age, a case that ignited debate 
about laws allowing people to 
kill to protect their property. 

Markus Kaarma, 29, of 
Montana, was arraigned in the 
April 27 death of Diren Dede 
of Hamburg, Germany. 

Deputy Missoula County 
Attorney Andrew Paul said 
Kaarma’s neighbours fear him 
and the investigation into the 
deadly shooting turned up a 
pattern of irrational and aggres¬ 


sive behaviour. 

Defence attorneys argued 
the neighbours’ fears are “not 
based in logic” but are a result 
of the public outciy over the 
case that caused some critics 
to question a Montana law 
that allows people to use leth¬ 
al force to defend themselves 
or their property. 

Prosecutors allege Kaarma 
and his girlfriend were frus¬ 
trated over recent burglaries 
and set up motion sensors and 


video cameras to try to catch 
the thieves. 

The couple had left their 
garage door partially open 
the night of the shooting, 
and Kaarma blindly fired four 
shots into the garage after 
they spotted a trespasser, 
charging documents said. 

Prosecutors say Dede 
was apparently looking for 
alcohol when he entered 
Kaarma’s garage.

Forgoing solid food. 

Soylent may be 
convenient but it's not 
very appetizing, says 
reporter Jessica Smith 
Cross, who spent a week 
living on the liquid 




Standing at the streetcar stop a 
few weeks ago, tired and hun¬ 
gry after a long day at work, 
my arms loaded down with 
groceries, I longed for Soylent. 

I had interviewed Rob 
Rhinehart, whose company 
sells Soylent, a beige liquid 
that he claims has eveiy nutri¬ 
ent, calorie and protein the 
body needs. It’s made from a 
bag of powder — maltodextrin 
(simple carbs), rice protein, 
oat flour and a blend of vita¬ 
mins and minerals — and a 
packet of oils that provide fat 
and omega-3s. It costs about 
$10 a day. You just mix, carry 
it around in a water bottle and 
sip. 

He’d promised to send a 
sample. Though I enjoy eating 
and cooking, the idea of taking 
a break (from shopping, clean¬ 
ing, being too busy to eat and 
then wanting anything cov¬ 
ered in cheese) was appealing. 

People worldwide are 
clamouring for Soylent. His 
company raised more than $1 
million in pre-orders through 
crowdfunding and more still 
in venture capital funding. 

Rhinehart, who is trained 
as an electrical engineer, was 
working at a failing startup 
in California when, time and 
money-starved, he decided to 
“hack” food. He wrote a blog 
post called “How I stopped eat¬ 
ing food” about eating nothing 
but Soylent for 30 days. 

“My energy level had sky¬ 
rocketed at this point. I felt 
like a kid again.... I feel like the 
six million dollar man. My phy¬ 
sique has noticeably improved, 
my skin is clearer, my teeth 
whiter, my hair thicker and 
my dandruff gone,” he wrote. 

He went on to live on Soy¬ 
lent for two more months. To¬ 
day, he relies on it for 90 per 
cent of his meals, he said. 

It sounded wonderful, so I 
decided to give it a try. Here is 
my own account of seven days 
on Soylent. The rules I set for 
myself: I couldn’t eat anything; 
I drank Soylent, as well as cof¬ 
fee, lattes and water; I imbibed 
a few alcoholic drinks and an 
Italian soda. 

Results may not be typical. 


Tuesday 

With a friend as fellow guin¬ 
ea pig, I mixed my first batch of 
Soylent with equal parts trepi¬ 
dation and excitement. The 
smell was familiar: vanilla, like 
batter, the taste slightly sweet 
with chalky notes. 

Moments later we received 
news a mutual friend had died, 
not unexpectedly. Soylent was 
forgotten. That evening, friends 
snacked as we swapped stories 
of the departed. Later, as they 
cooked dinner in my kitchen, 
I thought about how food is a 
ritual we bond over in joy and 
grief. When there were breaks 
in conversation, a friend would 
ask about Soylent, and eveiy- 
one would weigh in with a 
question, thought or joke. It 
helped. 

Wednesday 

I felt awful. I began having 
heartburn and I’d feel discom¬ 
fort after drinking it. I was 
finding myself not hungiy but 
missing being full. Instead of a 
break from food, it was all I was 
thinking about. Any advertise¬ 
ment, mention or smell of food 
would upset me. I couldn’t stop 
thinking of the scene in the dys¬ 
topian sci-fi film Soylent Green 


(in which their Soylent is made 
of people) where the character 
Sol — who hasn’t had real food 
in years — takes great pleas¬ 
ure in eating lettuce. Oh God, I 
missed lettuce. 

Thursday 

I was getting bored with the 
monotony of Soylent, so for 
breakfast I added espresso pow¬ 
der and ice. For lunch, when I 
tried to microwave it, my meal 
got thick and exploded. But 
thinned down with some hot 
water and cocoa powder, it 
made a passable hot chocolate. 

The cravings for real food 
weren’t going away. When 
a co-worker offered me a 
doughnut, I barked “No” so 
loudly the whole newsroom 
stared at me. 

Later at a get-together, I tried 
a Soylent cocktail and made a 
Bailey’s-whislcey mix. Not bad, 
but after one I’d had enough. 

Friday 

On Fridays I volunteer at a 
breakfast drop-in program. I 
thought it would be difficult to 
be surrounded by and cooking 
large quantities of food. For¬ 
tunately, it was so busy I didn’t 
have time to think about it. 


Saturday 

At a friend’s cottage, the 
host put together a beautiful 
array of food — fruit, nuts, 
cheese, meat, bread, avocado 
and hard-boiled eggs. I stared 
longingly. This was the start of 
my food-staring phase. When 
my husband was eating a de¬ 
licious-looking beet salad that 
night, I couldn’t tear my eyes 
away. My mouth watered. “De¬ 
scribe it to me,” I demanded. 

“This is weird,” he replied. 

Sunday 

At dim sum with friends 
there was more staring at food, 
more jokes about how crazy it 
is not to eat. It was funny, but I 
was sad to miss the experience 
of sharing and tasting food. I 
noticed it was getting easier. 
The trouble digesting Soylent 
was all but gone. I got used to 
feeling a food craving, acknow¬ 
ledging it and moving on. I had 
the energy to go out dancing. 

Monday 

At the gym, I was happy to 
find I was in the same shape 
as the week before. I had the 
energy for my normal workout. 
I hadn’t lost or gained weight. 


But then, Soylent isn’t that kind 
of diet. In the last few hours, I 
made a batch of muffins for the 
morning and it took all of my 
will not to eat one. 

The final gulp 

I never got to the point 
where, like Rhinehart had 
described in his blog post, I 
wouldn’t crave food if I smelled 
it but want Soylent instead. I 
never felt I had extra energy. 

Rhinehart attributes the “six 
million dollar man” feeling to 
his switch from an unhealthy 
diet to a healthy one, so per¬ 
haps I had a healthier baseline. 

Knowing I’d been eating 
nothing but Soylent all week, 
he told me that wasn’t Soylent’s 
intended use. Soylent’s market¬ 
ing department had told me 
the same after I complained on 
Twitter about finding that hard. 

But, eveiything I read about 
Soylent, beginning with Rhine- 
hart’s own blog, was Soylent 
could be all the food you need. 

It’s been heralded in the 
media as “the end of food” and 
a product that could change 
the world as we know it, so I 
was disappointed to be scolded 
for trying to live on it for just 
a week. 

“The product wasn’t meant 


A future free 
of food fears? 

Rhinehart’s company is 
working to get Soylent to 
crowdfunders after lengthy 
delays. They’re now ship¬ 
ping to Americans who or¬ 
dered a three-month supply. 

In the long term, Rhine¬ 
hart said he envisions a 
world where Soylent is free 
on tap and no one has to 
worry about food again. 

In line with that vision, 
he’s taken an open-source 
approach to Soylent: he 
posted the recipe online 
and doesn’t have any pat¬ 
ents. He said there will be 
some changes to the recipe, 
as he hopes to source much 
of the product from algae 
as it’s an environmentally 
friendly and efficient food. 

A clinical trial to deter¬ 
mine the health effects of 
a Soylent diet is underway, 
said Rhinehart. Most skepti¬ 
cism from nutritionists, 
dieticians and doctors have 
come from a lack of testing. 

“That’s kind of overkill 
for a food,” said Rhinehart. 
“A lot of people get veiy 
concerned about this prod¬ 
uct, but it’s just food, like 
fish and chips or cereal.”

The original Manhattan 
location opened in 2003, 
with Jay Z and business 
partner Juan Perez. 

40/40 was named after 
the rare feat among ball¬ 
players of hitting 40 homers 
and stealing 40 bases in one 
season.

Not-so-happy 
times for 
dancing 
Iranians 

An Internet video of six young 
Iranian men and women 
dancing to Pharrell Williams’ 
Happy has led to their arrests, 
showing how far Tehran will 
go to halt what it deems to be 
decadent western behaviour 
— despite the views of its 
moderate president. 

Criticism outside Iran was 
predictably swift Wednesday, 
with calls for freedom for 
the jailed youths zipping 
around social media. Williams 
tweeted: “It’s beyond sad 
these kids were arrested for 
tiying to spread happiness.” 

A tweet posted Wednesday 



evening on President Hassan 
Rouhani’s account seemed 
to address the controversy, 
even if it stopped short of 
mentioning the video or the 
arrests directly. 

“#Happiness is our 
people’s right,” it said. “We 
shouldn’t be too hard on 
behaviours caused by joy.” 

Other social-media posts 


suggested at least some of 
the dancers had already been 
released, though there was 
no independent confirmation 
from authorities. 

The case was another 
reminder of the tensions that 
exist at the highest levels of 
Iranian power, with hard¬ 
liners determined to maintain 
the status quo while moder¬ 
ates try to push through 
change — be it improved 
relations with the West or a 
loosening of morality clamp- 
downs at home. 

Hard-liners are increasing¬ 
ly challenging Rouhani as the 
country negotiates a nuclear 
deal with world powers. The 
president campaigned for 
greater cultural and social 
freedoms in his bid to suc¬ 
ceeded Mahmoud Ahmadine- 
jad last year.

as to publicly declare Homeless 
for a Night would be no longer. 
But Edmontonians weren’t hav¬ 
ing it. 

“By popular demand, we 
brought it back. It’s clear this is 
a city event.” 

With that, Damani and the 
YESS team have been busy plan¬ 
ning this year’s event, which 
will take place Friday, June 13 
at TELUS field. Edmontonians 
can register as individuals or a 
team to participate in a Com¬ 
fort Level Challenge. 

Basically, the more money 
someone raises, the more ac¬ 
commodation options they 
have. For those who raise a min¬ 
imum of $250, they can sleep 
on a mat or inflatable mattress 
under the summer sky. Raising 
$450 allows for a tent on the 
field, whereas gamering over 
$700 earns participants a shel¬ 
ter experience complete with 
a cot. 

“Fundraising is one thing, 
but going through something 
a child experiences in this city 
is really eye-opening,” says 
Damani. “It’s something our 
participants talk about and con¬ 
nect with more than a gala or 
something like that.” 

YESS started as Edmon¬ 
ton’s Youth Emergency Shelter 


in response to the homeless 
kids congregating on Whyte 
Avenue and a gap in services 
available to them. Damani said, 
“At the time, there was noth¬ 
ing for those 15 to 18 years old 
and we wanted to catch those 
impressionable kids before 


they moved to a system that 
favoured punishment over op¬ 
portunity.” 

“A lot has changed in 30 
years. If we have someone come 
in during the night, of course 
we help them, but it’s during 
the day where we want to em¬ 


power youth facing difficult re¬ 
alities, where they have access 
to resources, youth workers 
and programs so that they have 
a strong shot at breaking their 
cycle.

At first glance, the attention- 
grabbing part of John Tur¬ 
turro’s latest film as an actor 
and director, Fading Gigolo, 
is that it’s about a mild-man¬ 
nered flower salesman (Tur¬ 
turro) who ends up getting 
pimped out by an older pal 
(Woody Allen) to service high- 
end female clients (played 
by the likes of Sharon Stone 
and Sofia Vergara). But hid¬ 
den under that comic shell is 
a poignant look at the dying 
mom-and-pop store culture of 
New York City. 

There’s an impressive 
warmth to the cinematog¬ 
raphy in this. 

That’s because we shot it 
on film. We tested film and 
digital, and we decided that 


film was more flattering to 
all the ladies. It’s just softer. 

It creates a world of the film, 
like when you see a beauti¬ 
ful photograph or a painting 
and it’s kind of evocative, it’s 
something you can be invited 
into. And I chose a lot of veiy 
hard places to shoot in be¬ 
cause they were all so small, 
so tiny. And listen, to get 
Woody out of khaki pants? 
Come on. 

How did you do that? 

I said, “Woody, that’s not in 
my colour scheme.” After 
being involved with the 
project for a couple of years 
and working in the theatre 
together, he was like, “OK.” 

I even got a ski cap on 
him. I mean, he’s in a black 
jacket. He looks great! 

Woody doesn’t often act 
for other directors. 

No. He likes me, I wrote 
the script, he gave me 
feedback on it, I revised it, 
we worked in the theatre 
together. So that’s a two- 
year process of what you’re 
seeing. In a way, Woody 
encouraging me and push¬ 
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ing me to make it deeper 
and whatever is kind of like 
the dynamic in the movie. 


When I directed these 
plays, Woody would tell me, 
“Everything is great. Just 


don’t f— it up.” 

Your film takes place in a 


world that’s disappearing: 
small, independent NYC 
shops. 

Theses places are going. It’s 
easy to be nostalgic about 
stuff, but there is a loss when 
there’s less individuality and 
it’s all the same. Go into a 
Starbucks, everyone’s alone. 
I’m an investor in my book¬ 
store in Park Slope because 
I like to be able to go to a 
bookstore that’s not a chain. I 
don’t like things that are too 
big, like supermarkets. They 
scare me. I just feel like that’s 
not the way it’s supposed to 
be. 

Have the Coen Brothers been 
in touch with you about the 
Barton Fink sequel? 

They’re waiting for me to get 
really old, yeah. 

They said it might be time. 
How does that make you 
feel? 

Well, I’m ready for whatever 
they want to do. They want 
to grey me up, that’s fine. Ob¬ 
viously with them I would do 
whatever. They’re really some 
of my closer friends in the 
business and just in general.

Grow together. With 
plots ranging from 
large to small, personal 
to collaborative, there 
are community gardens 
to suit most everyone 


Community gardens are 
much more than neighbour¬ 
ing plots. Given enough 
energy and enthusiasm, they 
morph into support groups, 
horticulture classes, swap 
meets or modest profit cen¬ 
tres for low- and fixed-income 
growers. Small wonder there 
often is more demand than 
availability. 

Many have waiting lists. 
In the Los Angeles area, for 
example, it can be a year or 
more before people are able 
to acquire garden plots, said 
Yvonne Savio of the Univer¬ 
sity of California Coopera¬ 
tive Extension in Los Angeles 
County. 

“Sometimes, people 
drive clear across town be¬ 
cause that’s where their plot 


opened up first,” Savio said. 
“Some people bring their 
tools with them on the bus.” 

Locations are advertised in 
newspapers, on the Internet 
and on neighbourhood bul¬ 
letin boards. Sponsors vaiy 
from churches to hospitals, 
municipalities to large cor¬ 
porations. 

“One of our gardens is run 
by five guys from a church,” 
Savio said. “They literally 
farm. They plant what the 
parishioners want, then har¬ 
vest the stuff and bring it to 
church eveiy Sunday.” 

One Los Angeles-area hos¬ 
pital subsidizes a serenity gar¬ 
den. “They believe it’s health¬ 
ier for people to be outside in 
nature rather than stuck in 
hospital rooms,” Savio said. 
“It’s not so much what they 
harvest as it is the occupa¬ 
tional therapists being able to 
exercise their clients.” 

Many cities offer grants to 
help get gardens started, said 
Bill Dawson, a community 
garden co-ordinator with the 
Franklin Park Conservatory 
and Botanical Gardens in 
Columbus, Ohio. “They rec¬ 


ognize it’s an amenity, much 
like a park. Corporations are 
doing it, too, as a perk to em¬ 
ployees.” 

Community gardens range 
in size from a few four-by-10- 
foot sections to several acres. 
They are managed either 
communally — the people 
in charge decide what needs 
to be done and when — or 


left open for individual use. 
Sites might be offered free, 
or priced from $5 to $50 and 
more per season. 

“Most gardens set fees 
because their expenditures 
in time, transportation (for 
gathering fertilizer, compost, 
mulch), water and storage are 
so high,” Savio said.

Before you digin 


Consider these elements of 
community gardening before 
signing up: 


• Know what you’re buying 
into. Many people join sim¬ 
ply to work on their own in 
personal plots. Communal 
gardening, however, is a 
commitment — a chance to 
interact and share cultures 
with others, Dawson said. 
Be open to teaching or 
learning. 


• Embrace giving. Part of the 
harvest often is donated to 
food pantries or people in 
need. 


• Engage in inter-genera¬ 
tional gardening. “Our 
children come home from 
school telling us about 
composting and organic 
gardening,” Dawson said. 
“The elderly know how to 
preserve and put things by. 
Families should learn from 
each other and enjoy. Share 


stories.” 


• Turn surplus properties 
into green spaces. “Haul 
away the needles and trash 
and convert the areas into 
something beautiful and 
productive,” Dawson said. 


• Community gardening 
prompts families to make 
healthier food choices. 

“They get better at under¬ 
standing the nutritional 
value of fresh carrots over 
fast foods,” he said. “And 
if the kids are growing it, 
they’re eating it.” 


• You can sell some or all of 
what you grow, Dawson 
said. “Gardeners can learn 
marketing skills, while at 
the same time get some 
seed money from their 
gardens.”

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HUNTING PUBLIC ENEMIES 


As part of a new 2014 campaign — Noxious 
Weeds, Public Enemies: Pursue, Capture and 
Destroy — city enforcement officers will be 
focusing on eradicating a dozen of the worst 
offenders, including Canada thistle, creeping 
bellflower, Himalayan balsam, and yellow 
toadflax. 

“Noxious weeds are highly dangerous 
because they can spread quickly, invading 
crops, public spaces and entire ecosystems,” 
says Troy Courtoreille, co-ordinator of the 
general enforcement unit in the community 


standards branch. “They also cause a signifi¬ 
cant amount of damage to parks and green 
space in and around our city each year and 
contribute to making our city and commun¬ 
ities appear untidy and unsightly. We don’t 
want homeowners unknowingly harbouring 
these noxious weeds.” 

Homeowners need to be aware that nox¬ 
ious weeds are regulated under the Alberta 
Weed Control Act and they are required to 
control them on their property. The best way 
to remove these unwanted weeds is to pull 


them out by hand or to cut them down. 

“Municipal enforcement officers will soon 
be out patrolling the city to help raise aware¬ 
ness about the impacts these plants can have 
on the city,” Courtoreille says. “Our goal is 
to educate homeowners about the dangers 
of these weeds and ensure they know how to 
get rid of them.”

“Burgers are storming Paris at 
the moment — helas! — and 
eveiyone eats them with a 
knife and fork,” writes Laura 
Calder in her book Paris Ex¬ 
press. “But steak tartare re¬ 
mains a bistro favourite, and 
I prefer it hands down, as 
long as it’s a good one, which, 
quite frankly, is a rare find 
(no pun intended). 

“To make your own, be 
sure to get the meat from 
a reputable butcher and let 
him know you’ll be serving it 
raw. A bit of fresh horseradish 
grated over the final product 
is classic.

Ingredients 


• 8 oz (225 g) rib-eye steak 

• 1/2 shallot, minced 

. 2 anchovies, rinsed and 
chopped 

• l raw egg yolk (or l tsp mayo) 

• A handful of chopped fresh 
parsley 

• l tbsp chopped cornichons 

• 1 tsp chopped capers 


1. Make this dish just before 
serving. 

2. If you haven’t had the 
butcher mince the meat for 
you, put it in the freezer for 
about 30 minutes to make it 
easier to cut, then mince it 
very, very finely with a knife. 

3. In a bowl, mix the shal¬ 
lot, anchovies, egg yolk, pars¬ 
ley, cornichons (gherkins), 
capers, mustard, Worcester¬ 
shire sauce, Cognac (if using), 
and hot pepper sauce. Add 
meat and mix well. Season 
with salt, pepper, and lemon 
juice. Shape into 4 patties and 
arrange on plates. 

4. For garnish, dress a hand¬ 
ful of micro-greens very 
lightly with olive oil, lemon 
juice, and salt and pepper. 
Set a pinch on top of each

World Cup. ‘Deep-rooted 
racism’ rears head in Italy 


FIFA vice-president Jefff ey Webb 
condemned “deep-rooted ra¬ 
cism” in Italy on Wednesday 
after Mario Balotelli was racially 
abused while training with the 
national team. 

A year after spearheading 
the strengthening of FIFA’s dis¬ 
crimination sanctions, Webb is 
frustrated that some countries 
including Italy and Spain are 
not showing the commitment 
required for the fight against 
racism. 

“National associations ob¬ 
viously really have to not just 
talk about zero tolerance — 
they have to put action behind 
it,” Webb told The Associated 
Press in an interview in London. 
“If you look at some of the de¬ 
cisions that have been taken in 


Spain and Italy 
definitely that’s 
cause for con¬ 
cern.” 

Balotelli 
faced racist 
chants again 
on Wednes¬ 
day morning 
in Italy — this 
time at the national team’s 
World Cup training base in Flor¬ 
ence. 

“Unfortunately, it just shows 
the deep-rooted racism and 
prejudice that exists obviously 
in the Italian community and 
society at large,” said Webb, 
who heads FIFA’s task force 
against discrimination. “It is a 
fight, it is a challenge.”
